Notorious Carbarn  Murderers

Pay Penalty for Many Hein-
ous Crimes Upon Scal-
fold in Chicago.

Neidermeler, Leader of the Three,

Precedes His Friends to
Awful Fate,

700 WEAK 70 STAND ALONE

Trap Is Sprung While Flend Sits
In Chair and Horrifled Spoc-
tutors Wilness Awful
Death Siruggle.

Chiengo, April 22.—Peter Nelder-
maler, the fAirst of the oarbarn bandiis
to be hanged, was hanged In the couns
ty jnil at 10:30 o'clock. He was CAr-
ried o the gallows, handcufred and
strapped. He won pluced In a ohair
on the drop and fell with the chair.
Although It was first belleved by the
physlclans that he was strangling, I
developed that hin neck was broken.

Chicago, April 22.—Compelled to be
carried to the meaffold, Peter Nelder-
meler, leader of the carbarn bandits,
was hanged here today, ot 10: 15 o'clock.
Weak and pale, but with a slight mug-
gention of a smile, the bandit falled to
carry out his oft-repeated boast that
he would die befors reaching the gal-
lows. The hunging of his sssoelstes,
Gustav Marx and Harvey Van Dine,
followed quickly.

Although {t was expected at first
that Neldermeter would be able to walk |
to the gallows with but lttle or no as-
sistance, It was found at the Inst mo-
ment that he was too weak, Straps
were placed over his unkles and just
above his knees, He was then plaoed
on & truck and wheeled to one of the
lower floors of the jull, after which he
Wis carried to the scaffold and placed
in & chalr on the trap. He was asked
the customary question If he had any-
thing to say and (he noose was quick-
ly placed around his neck. He In-
ktinetively put his neck Into the nopse
and the trap was sprung. The body

Neldermelor appeared op
the scafold wearing o« red rome, but
without a coat,
Niedormeler Shows Mis Nerve.
Previous to the execution and during
the reading of the death warrant, Neld-
remeler snatched the paper from the
chief deputy's hands and placed It in
a poghet and made remarks in angoer
at this time and once or twles when
he waus being taken 1o the scaffold.
Bhortly after 11 o'clock Marx was led
to the scaffold. He wuas peatly dressed
and wore n white rose as a boulen-
nlere. glven him by his young sister
the night before. He was pale, but
his courage never left him while he
stood on the seaffold. Te made no
stutement. Two priests of the Roman
Catholle church, of which Marx bad
become a member acocnpanied him
o the gillows. He repeated a ltany
with them and kissad the crucifix, nfter
which the jaller put on the noose and
Wprung the trap st 11:17. He wan pro-
hounced desd at 11024, hin neck have
ihg been broken.
Hurvey Van Dine was hanged a short
Interval after his companion, Marx, a
few days before a bLifter enemy of Van
Dine, but now the best of friends In
thelr last hourn of life. Incldents In
Van Dine's execution were similar to
thowe that characterized the execution
of Marx. Like Marx, Van Dine was
composed preceding his execution.

Van Dine 1s Calm,
With the Catholle priests who ac-
companied him, Van Dine walked un-
fMlteringly to the scaffold attired en-
tieely In black, like Marx, and wenr-
Ing a white walstcoat and white rose,
Van Dine seemed to be even more calm
than his companion, Marx, who went to |
death shortly before, Van Dine made
no statement of any kind while on the
scafMold, but the prayer which he re-
peatexd with his spiritual advisers was
quite audible. With Van Dine's lipa
still moving In prayer. the trup was
sprung at 11:06. His neck wus broken.
Hefore Neldermefer wuns taken to the
gullows he was asked If, like his com-
panions, he wished to accept the sac-
mments. He answered that he cared
nothing for spiritua) attendance, and
winhed this bellef to follow him to the
mllosws,
